The mill rate is struck on a total

a 20 per cent. reduction on the land 
assessment, and the total of the land 
and improvements assessment this year 
is $93,500,000, against the assessment 
of $100,000,000 on the land alone last 
year. 
In separating the various estimated 
expenditures for the year, that which 
is controllable, and including the de- 
partmental estimates and the amounts 
cited for miscellaneous and_ grants, 
totals $727,635.46, against $654,524.58 
last year, an increase of $73,110.88. 
For the purely departmental expendi- 
tures alone the estimate is $581,262.01, 
against $541,238.29 last year, an 
crease for 1918 of $40,023.72. 


Increased Expenses the Cause 

This increase in the departmental 
estimates is accounted for by the ex- 
penses in several departments having 
risen, The city assessor's department 
is down for $38,340.87, against $19,- 
693.31 actual expenditure !ast year. 
In all figures quoted of last year it 
must be understood that they are ac- 
tual expenditures, The increase for 
the city assessor is due to the work 
of the tax sale, the additional work of 
muking the business and improvements} 
assessments, income tax work, which; 
has all increased the duties of the de-| 
partment enormously. Now in order 
to get out the tax notices in time as 
soon as the mill rate is settled, night 
and day staffs will have to be put on 
in the assessor's office, The city asses- 
sor was given a small increase of $300 
on his salary. 

The fire department shows an in- 
crease of some $28,000 as its estimate 
is $133,433, against $105,734.58 last 
year. The increase is due to an ad-| 
vance of some $14,000 in salaries, 
about $6,000 for clothing, and $6,000 
for maintenance of motor equipment, | 
It has to be taken into account that 
there was an extra payroll during the

|LONDON TIMES CORRESPONDENT GIVES 


CREDIT DUE CANADIANS FOR SPLENDID 
WORK AT SECOND BATTLE OF AMIENS 


WITH THE CANADIAN FORCES 
IN THE FIELD, Aug. 28-—Some little 
disappointment was felt in the Cana- 
dian corps in respect to the early re- 
ports of the second battle of Amiens, 
in which the corps took a leading 
part, As these specified British and 
French troops as being engaged, but 
failed to mention specifically the col- 
onials, early reports of the battle filed 
in these dispatches a few hours after 
it opened, were held up nearly two 
days, and during that period the peo- 
ple of Canada must have been in ig- 
norance that their army was carrying 
out triumphantly the most brilliant of 
its feats. One reason for this was the 
military necessity, it being desirable 
that the enemy should be kept as long 
as possible in ignorance of the fact 
that it was the Canadian corps who 
had pierced the centre before Amiens. 
As a consequence the London papers 
have all unwittingly appeared to be- 
little the Canadian share in the vic- 
tory, but the corps has taken it phil- 
osophically, realizing that the advent 
of such troops cannot be advertised 
beforehand. 

The map will show what they have 
done, however. The a«pecial corres- 
pondent of the London Times, writ- 
ing from war correspondents’ head- 
quarters in France, makes, in a meas- 
ured review of the recent battle, 
amends to the Canadian corps in the 
following: 

“In the first scene of our offensive, 
which began on August 9, the actors 
were chiefly from overseas, Men from 
the British Isles took only a emall part 
in the attack north of the Bomme to 
protect the flank of the Austrajians. 
South of the river, below here on the 
main battlefront, the honor of the 
first advance was shared by the Aus- 


tralians and Canadians, In structure 
it was chiefly a Canadian battle. It 
was their advance on the Lace that 
was the core and crux of the operation, 
and on their progress depended the 
advance of the Australians on thelr 
left and that of the successive French 
armies on their right, each of which 
was thrown in only as the advance 
above it prospered. The Canadians, 
I think, are right in claiming that the 
fighting on «these first two days was 
the biggest thing that Canada has done 
in the war, not excepting the capture 
of Vimy Ridge. Certainly nothing 
could have been better.”

Streets and 


Departments 


The streets and scavenging depart- 
ment has always been a part of the 
elty administration which has called 
for the expenditure of large sums of 
money, and in common with other 
western cities, by reason of their wide 
boundaries, has generally proved 
somewhat unwieldy in the working. 

What is it that is included in the 
duties which are allocated to this de- 
partment. First there is the mainten- 
ance of streets, paving, plank walks, 
concrete walks, crossings, bridges, 
catch basins for street drainage and 
boulevards, 

Then comes the brushing and grad- 
ing of dirt roads, drainage, care of 
Street fountains, sireet cleaning and 
sprinkling, removing snow and ice 
cleaning crossings, and the removal of 
noxious weeds, 

An important item is the scavenging, 
meaning the removal 
the working of the incinerator, where 
the refuse |s disposed of. 

Afterwards there is the care of the 
eity parks, and until this year carrying 
out any cultivation of city land which 
was attempted. 

The city stables are also in the 
charge of the streets and scavenging 


| department, where, in addition to the 


teams usd by the department, those 
belonging to other branches of the city 
service are looked after, 

When the above program is consid- 
ered carefully, it will be found to be a 
pretty big order, especially in a city of 
the area of Edmonton There is no 
doubt that to carry out the work to the 
limit would mean the expenditure of 
considerably more money annually 
than the city does now through the de- 
partment. By this it is meant that 
during late years, Owing to financial 
stress, it was found necessary to cur- 
tail @ great deal of the work of the de- 
partment, but even now it is respon- 
sible for the spending of a large sum 
annually,

MeCallum, an Wdmonton old 
jtimer, whe went north with the Klon- 
dike rush and has since lived in the 
Mackenzie river country, is making @ 
short visit to Hdmonton Tie has re- 
sided at Fort Smith for eeveral years 
Past, where he has been employed as 
warden of the buffalo which rar 
the country west of the Great Slave 
river to the Cariboo mountains and 
northward from the Peace to Great 
Contrary to general be- 
lief, Mr. MeCollum says the herd or 
| herds are increasing, not diminishing. 

There are two main herds. One 
ranges from the Peace river north and 


‘: | the other from Great Slave lake south. 


There is a belt of country between the 
respective ranges in which there are 
no buffalo. Mr. McCallum was espe- 
cially charged with the protection of 
the more southerly herd. He esti 
mates the present number at about 
800. In the summer of 1917 he per- 
sonally counted over 100 calves. He 
|saw the northern herd tn 1912 and 
believes from what he saw that the 
northern herd is more numerous than 
the southern one. The country in 
which the buffalo range is chiefly 
wooded, with some openings, and there 
is never any large number of the an- 
imals together, so that an accurate 
count of their numbers is practically 
impossible. 


Reports of the killing of buffalo by 
wolves he believes to have been much 
eXaggerated. Wolves are not numer- 
ous in the buffalo country. They are 
attracted rather to the country of the 
eariboo, which are easier prey than 
the buffalo Mr. McCallum is satis- 
fied that buffalo in bands are able to 
protect themselves from wolves. 


The buffalo of the southern band 


roam over a territory of about 150 
imiies from north to south, by 100 
from east to west. They are chiefly 
found west of the Buffalo river, but 


they come east of it to the licks of the 
salt river The northern band are said 
by the Indians to have formerly rang-

Prices Forbid 


The food board has published 
the prices at which substitutes for 
yheat flour should be obtainable. 
he prices are not fixed, but are 


ziven as those the board consider the Atlantic. There are some very 


Feasonable. Assuming that the 
yrofiteer does not take advantage 
of the board’s inaction and do 
some ‘‘fixing’’ on his own ac- 
count, the prices of the substitutes 
are obviously such as to discour- 
age substitution rather than en- 
courage it. From force of habit, 
if not from taste, people prefer 
wheat flour to flour made from 
corn, barley, rye or oats, and only 
the inducement of patriotism or 
price can influence them to use 
these and spare the wheat flour. 
But the influence of price is all 
the other way. Flours made from 
the coarse grains all cost more 
than flour made from wheat. The 
effect, especially at a time when 
everything is dear, is certain; the 
substitutes are not used, and can- 

ot be, in the proportion to whieh 
they could and should be used, In 
the case of corn, which is import- 
ed, and of barley and rye, whieh 
are produced in limited quantities, 
it may not be practicable to bring 
the cost of the flour down to that 
of the wheat product. But it 
surely is remarkable that in the 
best oat growing country in the 
world, and one in which oats are 
grown to such an extent, oat flour 
hould not be available at less 
han wheat flour at a time when 
the world is short of wheat. A 
Mack of facilities for making oat 
lour may account for the price. 
But that contingency should have 
been foreseen and provided for. 
The authorities have known for 
two years that wheat was scaree 
and have been urging the publie 
to eat oat products instead. Why 
has not provision been made for

THE ENLISTMENT FIGURES 
Victoria ‘limes 

The figures issued by Ottawa yester- 
day regarding the operation of the 
Military Service Act call for some ex- 
planation, They show that the total 
number of recruits obtained under the 
Act is 68,713, the various parts of Can- 
ada contributing as follows: Wost of 
Great Lakes, 22,771; Ontario, 19,999; 
Quebec, 8,837; Maritime 1] rovinces, 
7,106. 

Hence, Western Canada coniributed 
within some 6,000 of the combined to- 
tals of Ontario and Quebec, which re- 
present a population of nearly 5,000,- 
000. The population of the four West- 
ern Provinces is a little over 2,000,000 
and that of Ontario is probabiy half a 
million greater. Further, the Western 
Provinces had enlisted ai muen 
larger percentage of their population 
than the eastern Provinces under the 
voluntary system, and their manpower 
situaUon is more acute than that of 
Canada beyond the Great Lakes 

The West expressed itself in favor of 


the energetic enforcement of the Mili-/| 
tary Service Act by giving the Union! 


Government the greater part of its ma- 
jority on this issue But it demands 
that the law be enforced as vigorously 
in eastern Canada as it is in ite own 
section, That this is not being done is 
proven by the latest figures. 

We also would like some explanation 
of the 23,823 “discharged or on leave 
without expense to the country” and 
who are not recorded as having ‘been 


obtained under the Military Service 
Act. Of what do they consist and 
what are they doing? We note also 


that out of 109,828 ordered to report 
by the registrars 87,188 failed to re- 
spond, This is an extraordinarily 
large proportion of defaulters and the 
Government should satisfy the coun- 
try that it ls waking every possible at- 
tempt to round them up, or there will 
develop a very general suepicion in 
the West that political pressure as ex 
pressed in the recent demonstration by 
the Ontario farmers is interfering with 
the fair enforcement of the Act.

A Dissatisfied Member. 

The Co-Operative Associations’ act 
Provides that the association must sup- 
ply a copy of the last annual return to 
every member or person interested in 
the funds of the assoclation, upon ap- 
plication, and also that they must keep 
a copy of the last balance sheet to- 
gether with a report of the auditors, 
hung up in a conspicuous place in the 
head office of the association, If any 
of the officers refuse to furnish a copy 
of the return they are guilty of an of- 
fence against the Act and upon sum- 
mary conviction before any two Jus- 
tices of the Peace they are personally 
liable to a penalty not exceeding $100) 
and costs. We would suggest that you 
make a formal application for a copy 
of the return and if it is not forthcom- 
ing within a reasonable time have a 
solicitor take -roceedings against the 
officials under the Act.
